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Editorial 





It is a significant phenomenon for the people of Guwahati in particular 
and the people of Assam as a whole that a public hall-cum-library named 
‘Curzon Hall’ was established in 1900 A.D. near the Old Dak Bunglow (at 
the site of present S.K.Bhuyan Library of Cotton College) to fulfil the 
long felt necessity of the people of Guwahati. The Curzon Hall was 
established to commemorate Lord Curzon’s visit to Assam in March 1900 
A.D. at the initiative of renowned public man Manik Chandra Barua with 
concurrence from Sir Henry Cotton, then Chief Commissioner of Assam. 
The building of the Curzon Hall was shifted from its original location to a 
place at the western bank of the famous Dighalipukhuri in 1912 as the 
prevailing area was taken over by Cotton College. In 1953 the Curzon 
Hall was renamed as ‘Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Hall.’ Presently, it is named 
as ‘Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading Hall)’ and 
functioning under the Directorate of Library Services, Government of 
Assam, 

Since its inception Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library 
(Reading Hall) has been receiving visits of so many eminent personalities 
of the country. It is worth to mention that during the first half of twentieth 
century when the personalities like Rabindranath Tagore, P.C. Roy, Sir 
Ashutosh Mukherjee, Subhash Chandra Bose, Jai Prakash Narayan, Henry 
Cotton, C.F. Andrew, etc, visited Assam then they used to address the 
public in this hall. 

The functioning of the Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library 
(Reading Hall) is significant because it has been playing its role as a library 
as well as a public hall. The functions of the Karmabir Nabin Chandra 
Bordoloi Library (Reading Hall) makes it an epicentre of the intellectual, 
political, cultural, social discussions and literary activities of the leading 
public particularly in the last century. It is also significant due to the peculiar 
structure of the building. The building may be declared as Heritage Building, 
and necessary steps should be taken for its conservation. The easy access 
to knowledge and information resources with the application of modern 
technology has helped to transform the whole society into knowledge 
society. In this regard, the public library systems may play a vital role in 
transforming the society into a knowledge society. Thus, it is required to 
improve and develop its collection as well as to modernize the services to 
meet the present day necessity and to fulfil the aspirations of the people of 
the society. Considering the architectural significance of the building and 











the services that it has been rendering since long back the sentiments of 
some renowned personalities in particular as well as people of Assam as 
4 whole are involved with this glorious Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library 
(Reading Hall). 

About the Seminar: 

The Assam Library association has given a serious concern Over the 
present development of the knowledge based society in the new vista. 
Therefore, as an awareness programme, holding of a state level seminar 
on “Public Librarianship and the Glorious Heritage of Karmabir Nabin 
Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading Hall): Plan for Renovation and 
Development” has become a necessity in order to make both the public 
and the government aware of the value of an existing century old heritage 
building and a public library and arrive at concurrence for necessary 
suggestion for renovation and conservation of the heritage building as 
well as functional development of the once renowned heritage library as a 
modern hybrid public reference library and study centre. Presentations, 
deliberations and discussions will be on the sub themes (1) Glorious History 
of Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading Hall), (2) Status 
of Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading Hall) as a heritage 
building and needs of its renovation and conservation, (3) Transformation 
of Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading Hall) into a Modern 
Hybrid Public Reference Library and Study Centre. 

It is expected that the seminar will be able to make aware the public 
as well as the government about the significance of the century old public 
library and the heritage building. 
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Remodelling Karmabir Nabin Chandra 
Bordoloi Library (Reading Hall) : An ICT 
Approach

Abstract: 


Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading Hall) is located 
in one of the heritage building at Guwahati serving the readers presently by 
providing mainly the current Newspapers and Magazines. It is a special library 
under the Directorate of Library Services, Assam. The library is to be 
remodelled by installing modern devices so that advance library services 
can be imparted to its readers. As time passed, the library building invites 
attention for is renovation keeping intact its heritage quality and for 
modernization of library services in conformity with the changing situation 
of librarianship. The article deals on the issues reflecting modernization of 


the libraries for developing library service standard and meeting readers’ 
needs in a congenial environment.

Introduction 


Library movement in Assam can be traced back during Ahom 
Rules when reading materials were collected for preservation 
and use in the sacred places. Those were named as “Gandhia 
Bharal” and the responsibilities were entrusted to knowledgeable 


Persons of the specific locality. Reading materials available in 
Sanchi Pata or Tula Pata were prepared using ink made of 
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specific materials which have good longevity. Till now. these 
are in a very good condition. Such reading materials We! 
preserved in Satras, Namghars and in individual houses also. In 
most cases, these could be used by privileged group of the society. 
It indicates that the concept of library in Assam is of very old, 
though the way the reading materials were prepared, kept and 
use were of different nature. The concept of library began during 
those days in the region and different social groups were availing 
the library services from those days, though in a different 
manner. 

The modern library concept in Assam began with the 
British Rules and for the use by the Government officials the 
Government established the “Assam Government Public 
Library’ in Shillong, the then capital of Assam in 1953. This 
library was extending services to the users for a long period. 
Reading materials available in the form of conventional books, 
manuscripts or of any form were collected for preservation and 
use by that library during these days. In the Year of 1901, the 
representative of British Government, Lord Curzon visited 
Assam. To mark his august visit at Guwahati a grand reception 
was accorded to him by the public for which public donation 
was received. The Lord Curzon Hall and Library was 
established in 1903 from the surplus amount of this reception 
at the initiative of Late Manik Chandra Barua along with some 
enlighten people of Guwahati at the Cotton College Campus. 
This was then shifted to the present location in 1913 and in 
1953 it was renamed as Karmabir Nabin Candra Hall and 
Library. The British Government took some initiatives in 
establishing libraries for public at some district and sub- 
divisional head quarters like in Dhubri “Victoria Hall’, in 
Nagaon “Holiday Home” etc. 

In a later date the Lord Curzon Hall Library was shifted to 
the present location with a newly designed building and named. 


Presently, the building housing the Karmabir Nabin Chandra 
Bordoloi Hall and Library (or Karmabir Nabin Chandra 
Bordoloi Library (Reference and Reading Hall) is recognised 
as one of the Heritage Building in Guwahati signifying how 
the library extending the services to the masses before and after 
the independence of India. A large number of intellectuals 
residing in and around the Library are still expressed their 
indebtedness for the reading facilities availed by them from 
this Library. During present days also, the library maintains a 
scenario of helping to continue a reading culture among 
different groups of people, irrespective of their age. Due toits 
location, structure-both external and internal of the building, 
the library is attracting the reading society which is visible from 
the reading hall every day. 

The Assam Government Public Library is renamed as State 
Central Library in 1954 and Late Ram Goswami was the first 
Librarian of the State Central Library located at Shillong. With 
the shifting of Capital of Assam from Shillong to Guwahati in 
1973, the State Central Library was also shifted to Guwahati 
and was housed in the then District Library of Kamrup at 
Guwahati. For the betterment of the workings and services of 
the library, in 1984, the State Central Library, Assam was 
brought under the Directorate. Presently, under the Directorate 
of Public Library Service, Assam, besides having the State 
Central Library at the District Library, Kamrup, 26 Disirict 
Library and 13 Sub-Divisional Library and different District 
and Sub Divisional Head quarters are there. Moreover, in 
different locations of Guwahati 4 Special Libraries, one at 
Dispur, the others Bishnu Nirmala Children Library, Uzanbazar, 
Reference Library attached to the State Central Library and 
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the Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading Hall) at 


the Dighali Pukhuri, Guwahati. 


Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading 
Hall) 

Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading Hall) 
+s located in an area in the west Bank of Historic Dighali Pukhuri 
housed in an attractive heritage building. It is used as reading 
and reference library, an extension of State Central Library. As 
the name “Reading and reference library” indicates, there is no 
remarkable collection of general books in the library. From the 
data available, the resources of the library consist of: 





library of British Council. Facilities of conference room can also 
be availed in the library building. The building is located in an

area surrounded by open space in three sides which is another 
advantageous factor of attraction for library users to the library. 


Remodelling the Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi 
Library (Reading Hall) 


Accessing Catalogue of Public Libraries of Assam 
Online: 

The library is under the directorate of Public Library System 
of Assam. At the initiative on Raja Rammuhon Roy Library 
Foundation, Dept of Culture, Gol, the library initiates the Union 
Catalogue of the library resources. In its first step library 
resources of the State Central Library, Assam is being catalogued 
using KOHA Software package. The KOHA is an Integrated 
Library Management Package available as Open Source package 
having extensive facilities in its workings and services. It is a 
good initiative undertaken by the Directorate of Public Library 
Services, Assam and the work should be taken in more rigorous 
and error free way. In its next step, resources of other libraries 
under the public system like of the District Libraries, Sub 
divisional libraries be included in the Union Catalogue with 
location mark of the particular library of each resource included 
in the database. Web Online Public Access Catalogue can be 
availed using the Koha ILMS package and availability of 
particular resources in different libraries can be searched in online 
mode from different locations. 

Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading Hall) 
is a reading and reference library. Readers are coming to the 
library for the Newspapers, Magazines and the selected reference 
sources only. Installing terminals for access of records from 
OPACs of the resources of different libraries is to be done in 
order to help users in informing particular books with its location 
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mark. The Directorate is expected to take initiatives in this 
regards. It is also to be done in case of all libraries within the 
system which will result minimizing the workload, avoidance 
of duplication of work at above all giving readers’ services at 
his/ her library 


Internet Connectivity with free WiFi : 

Presently the use of Information Communication 
Technology (ICT) devices has become a common phenomenon 
for different types of libraries. Due to its various advantages 
libraries of any type and any location don’t think whether to use 
this devices but to decide when it will be used for developing 
library service standard. With the passing of time, the costs 
involved both at installation level and for its continuity are 
coming down proportionately as compared to extension of other 
such facilities. 

It is in that context can be cited that a particular library will 
not be able to provide computer terminals to all its users parallel 
for searching internet resources. Extension of Wifi facility is 
one solution. Library users can use their laptop in the library 
premises. 

While visiting the British Library at St Pancres, UK, by this 
author it is noticed that the library is extending free WiFi facilities 
and one can access internet resources in the premises either from 
the terminals installed in the library or through their laptop. The 
National Library, India located at Kolkata also extended that 
facility to the users. Few days ago when this author visited the 
State Central Library, Assam at Guwahati it is informed that 
this library also working for installation and extension of internet 
services through WiFi. This should be free and be allowed to be 








used even through one’s laptop. Free WiFi facility is to be 
extended to its visitors at the Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi 
Library (Reading Hall) which will certainly enhance the number 
of Library visitors and able to extend satisfactory library services 


Digitization of Newspapers of Assam 

The Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading 
Hall) is having the Newspaper collection from 2000 onwards of 
different titles. The Newsprints’ durability is very less as 
compared to papers used for other publications. If the 
Newspapers are not preserved adopting scientific method there 
is every possibility of their extinction. Besides adopting some 
preservation methods for their physical preservation, 
digitization of the Newspaper can be taken up either through 
outsourcing or in house. Of course outsourcing is a better 
solution. While planning digitization of Newspaper, a number 
of issues are to be considered. Organizations like Media 
Reference and Information Library of North East India of Media 
Trust, Assam has also a plan for digitizing the old Newspapers. 
It is discussed in different forum on the importance of Digitizing 
Newspaper by University Libraries of the region and few of 
them submitted project proposal in this regard to different 
government agencies including the UGC. 

A coordination committee may be constituted with the 
representatives of the libraries planning for digitizing the 
Newspaper and the works may be shared among the participating 
libraries. Each participating library may select one or two title(s) 
available in the particular library to avoid duplication and the 
database of Newspaper digitized may be shared each other either 
in online or offline mode. If the same is made available in online 
mode, the copyright issue is to be addressed as per prevailing 
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law, negotiating with the respective publisher. The coordinatio 


committee can take up the issue and an MOU is to be prepared 
for mutual agreement among the participating libraries as well 
as the publisher. 


Establishment of different Corners : 

Being a reading and reference library, the needs of the 
readers of the Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library 
(Reading Hall) is expected to meet in a systematic approach. 
Moreover, instead of developing a general collection (already 
available in the State Library System) the library is to develop 
collection of certain specific areas like North East Corner, 
Women Corner, Local History Corner, Corner of Tea and Oil 
literature, and the Basic Reference Sources like Dictionary, 
Encyclopaedia, etc as per demand of the users. In addition, a 
corner for Competitive Examinations with publications of 
General Studies, General Mathematics, General English, General 
Knowledge and also the Year Book, will certainly enhance the 
quality of the library. 

The library building is to have two to three rooms for group 

' discussion by the users with four or five seating capacity. 
Whenever readers feel for discussion on a particular area, 
instead of discussing in the reading room, which will invite 
noise, may be shifted to such room earmarked for the 
discussion. A provision may be made for reserving such room 


sfor the specific group. 


Fittings and Furniture : 

Fittings and furniture inside the library play a major role in 
giving comfort to the users. We should consider that issue 
seriously. Whether chairs and tables are of steel and wooden, 


they are to be made in properly. In addition to normal size 
and height of chairs and tables some of them should be of 
smaller in size and less height. Even bigger and taller than 
the normal size chairs and tables may also be required for 
someone. 

The almirah and Newspaper reading table should also be 
at par standard. Height of the almirah be such that even the 
top layer of the armirah can be checked comfortably. There 
should be regular checking of the collection by the library so 
that no damage is done by ants or other book worms inside 
the almirah, even if they are made of steel. 


Participation in the National Mission for Libraries: 

With the launching of National Mission for Libraries by 
the Govt of India, an environment is created for the National 
Virtual Library all over the country. Survey of different 
libraries is being conducted for the project and linking of all 
types of library is under consideration. Our library is to be 
equipped with all necessary equipments and the infrastructure 
for joining in such a networking system. It is a mega project 
of the Central Government and libraries, especially the public 
libraries are to prepare the groundwork for availing the 
benefits of the project so that the libraries can extend proper 
and advance library services to the reading community. To 
begin with, automating libraries is to be taken and completed. 
It is reported that the project is funding different state 
governments for initiating the process. The Directorate, Public 
Library Services, Assam is expected to take necessary steps 
for availing the benefits to be extended by the National 
Mission for Libraries. . 
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Other issues : 

Users of a library expect the very positive approach from 
different corners: management, library staff and other concerned 
areas. At the same time their stay in the library as a reader should 
be comfortable and encouraging. Besides the fittings and 
furniture, the library building, some other issues like having a 
cafeteria preferably within the campus, proper and hygienic toilet 
system, drinking facilities are some of them. A room equipped 
with modern devices facilitating teleconferencing is another 
advantageous issue for attracting users in a library. 

Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading Hall) 
housed in a heritage building at a central place of Guwahati is to 
be prepared as a model library with all modern amenities which 
enable to meet readers’ needs and create library and reading 
environment for the present and future generations. = 
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Past History of Karmabir Nabin Chandra 
Bordoloi Library (Reading Hall); its Role in 
Cultural, Educational, Social and Political 
Life in Assam during the Twentieth Century

[The full paper contains some discussions in brief about 
the (i) past history or genesis of the Nabin Chandra Bordoloi 
Library (Reading Hall) from the Curzon Hall to Nabin Chandra 
Bordoloi Hall; (ii) Service of the Hall as a city hub for all 
discussions, meetings and seminars in matters of cultural, 
educational, social and political pursuits; (iii) Its library part as 
a nerve centre of study and research and intellectual exercise in 
the whole of the city when no other facilities were available in 
the city and its illustrations librarians. 

A part of the paper is sent herewith to the commemorative 
volume for the purpose of publications. The part (ii) and (iii)

1. Arare site of the Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi 


' Library (Reading Hall): 


The legendary Dighali Pukhuri (Old tank originally a long 
pond joined with the Brahmaputra) in the heart of the prestigious 
city of Guwahati (Pragjyotishpur of early and early mediaeval 
period) is flanked today by the beautiful roads on all the four 
sides, in front of which stand the grand High Court buildings on 
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the north, Rabindra Bhawan, the prestigious State Museum and 
the historic Kamrup Anusandhan Samiti, old Assam Congress 
Committee Bhawan, Premier literary organization Assam Sahitya 
Sabha, India Club and Lawn Tennis Association, and the State 
Library building on the south, the cotton Girls’ hostel, Satyanath 
Bora’s residence Bhawan (now Satyanath Bora Hall), Cotton 
College professors colony on the east. On the west are the cotton 
college buildings of Botany and Zoology departments and the 
famous Handique Girls’ College and then adjacent to it is this 
reputed Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading 
Hall), the epicentre of the meeting place for intellectual, political, 
cultural, social and literary activities of the leading public in the 
last century. The special surrounding and environment in the 
midst of which this historic Institution stands has been mentioned 
here only to give an idea how the Hall and the Library enjoys a 
cordial and favourable atmosphere and also breeze and beauty 
of the Dighali Pukhuri and how a great tragedy might befall for 
the people of Guwahati, if this heritage building is dismantled 
for a new one to utilize it for other purposes. 


2. Genesis of the Curzon Hall and Library: 

This Hall and Library had a history of its own. Till the end 
of the 19" Century the province of Assam did not have any college 
and any public Hall. Assam’s intelligentsia raised the demand 
for a college and also the leading citizens of Guwahati tried to 
have a public hall. In both the cases reputed social activist Manik 
Chandra Barua was the pioneer to mobilise public opinion. The 
then Chief Commissioner of Assam, Henry John Stedman Cotton 
became very much instrumental in this regard to get the Cotton 
College established on May 27, 1901. 

To serve as a public hall, even Kumar Bhaskar Natya Mandir 
and Kamrup Natya Samiti did not emerge till that time. Aryya 
Natya Halil was established in 1898 AD with the initiative of 
Manik Chandra Barua, Raibahadur Kalicharan Sen and some 
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other leading citizens. but prior to that, the first theatre hall of 
Guwahati was set up in the residence of Jiten Buzarbarua at 
Uzanbazar in 1880 AD under the leadership of Ramakanta 
Choudhury, Padum Chandra Barua and others. But it was 
completely ruined in the earthquake of 1898 AD. Kumar Bhaskar 
Natya Mandir came up in full form only in 1915 AD. 


3. Visit of Governor General of India Lord Curzon to 
Assam: An opportunity: 

The famous visit of Lord Curzon, then governor general 
and viceroy of British India to Assam in 1900 offered an 
opportunity to the public for construction of a public hall. Lord 
Curzon was a dexterous and efficient administrator, political and 
intellectual scholar but he had an out and out imperialistic attitude 
and followed the expansionist policy of the British Government. 
He became infamous and unpopular for the divisive policy of 
the proposal of the partition of greater Bengal and inclusion of 
the state of Assam with the East Bengal portion making a state 
of Eastern Bengal and Assam with headquarter in Dacca. The 
scheme of partition took effect from October 1905. Incidentally 
it can be said that Assam was constituted a separate province 
under a separate commissioner in 1874 AD. Before the partition 
proposal took effect, he submitted resignation to his high office 
and left India on 19" of November, 1905. 

In 1900 AD Lord Curzon visited Assam (‘The 
Comprehensive History of India’ Vol. V refer to the date of visit 
in the year 1903, page 241; whereas the ‘Political History of 
Assam’ Vol. 1 records the date as 1900 AD on page 162). 
Considering the interest of Assam, the elite Assamese section 
decided to accord public ovation to Lord Curzon on the occasion 
of his first visit to Assam. 

When he arrived at the North Brooke Gate in Guwahati, he 
was given a very cordial welcome. The address confined various 
urgent problems of Assam for redressal. It is learnt that the 
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address in Assamese was read by Satya Nath Bora and that in 
English by Jagannath Barua and the address in Sanskrit was read 
by Pandit Dhareswaracharyya. For the purpose of public ovation, 
a reception committee was formed and the fund was raised from 
the public. Lord Curzon was said to be very much pleased with 
the warmth of reception by the Assamese people. 

Dipankar Banerjee, Professor, Gauhati University in his 
book Heritage Guwahati (2004) recorded these information and 
the genesis of Curzon Hall in the following lines. To avoid 
repetition I quote from this book: “Opportunity came when Lord 
Curzon decided to visit Assam in March 1900. In order to 
felicitate him, a public reception committee was formed and 
Rs. 14000/- a substantial amount in those days was collected. 
Manik Chandra Baruah was an important office bearer of the 
committee and he suggested that instead of spending the entire 
amount in decoration, fire works and fanfare, something more 
concrete should be done to commemorate the Governor’s 
Guwahati visit. 

In a preparatory meeting of the reception committee, he 
said ‘Assam is poor, We must not be extravagant in according 
reception to the Crown’s representative. The ceremony should 
be simple and sober. Instead of spending the entire money in 
fanfare, something permanent for public utility should be done 
to perpetuate the memory of Lord Curzon, which should be 
named after him.’ Thereafter, Baruah gave a specific proposal 
to construct a public hall that was supported by Jagannath Barua 
and Rai Saheb Bhuban Ram Das who were also member of the 
reception committee. Chief Commissioner J. B. Fuller and 
Commissioner Henry Gordon also appreciated the idea of 
construction of a hall to be named after Lord Curzon and 
requested Barua to expedite the work. When Chief Commissioner 
Fuller communicated the decision regarding the name of the 
hall, Lord Curzon expressed immense satisfaction. It also found 
a place in Curzon’s diary. 
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A surplus of Rs. 6000.00 came in hand of the reception 
Committee after meeting all expenditure of Lord Curzon visit. 
Some differences of opinion about the size of the proposed hall 
did arise initially, with some member suggesting that the hall be 
located in the Uzanbazar, and others proposing that it be 
constructed near Fancybazar ghat. Finally, however, issues were 
settled and Manik Chandra Baruah took up the project in right 
earnest. He arranged for land near the old Dak Banglow in 
Panbazar and proceeded with the construction work. Considering 
the fact that the hall was to be constructed with the public money, 
he suggested that the Public Works Department take up the job. 
Accordingly the P.W.D. completed the work and in 1900 A.D. a 
new public hall named the Curzon Hall came into existence” 
(Banerjee, Dipankar, Heritage Guwahati, 2004, Pp.109 to 110). 

After the Curzon Hall Library was thus setup, the Chief 
Commissioner Sir J. B. Fuller in consultation with the 
Commissioner of Assam Valley made an annual grant of Rs. 
200.00 each, under the terms of the Williamson Endowment 
Scheme, as an experimental measure, to a number of public 
libraries then in existence. Manik Chandra Baruah appreciated 
this but held the opinion that instead of scattering the limited 
resources here and there, it should have been allocated where 
there is a real demand. And the Curzon Hall Library deserves to 
get more in view of the need to have an additional wing to serve 
as a museum for preservation of Assamese manuscripts, coins 
and antiquities. The Assam Banti commented that the Assamese 
could hardly derive any benefit from it. Bhuban Ram Das also 
demanded that the interest of the fund should be exclusively 
devoted to the benefit of the Assam Valley (Comprehensive 
history of Assam, vol. V, p. 187). 


4. Shifting of the Curzon Hall: 
The raising of the Cotton College to a first grade college 
required also extension of accommodation. The college authority 
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was not happy for a public hall to exist adjacent to it in the 
interest of tranquillity of the college. So, in 1909 A.D. the site 
and the building of the Curzon Hall was acquired by Government 
for Cotton College from the municipality, which became the 
property of the then Municipality as per the then system of 
governance. The building so acquired contained earlier the 
Cotton College Library and common room etc. 

The Government at the same time undertook to provide 
another suitable site for Public Hall and Library. It was again 
Manik Chandra Baruah and the leading citizens, on whom the 
mental fell to locate the site. They selected the present site at 
Dighali Pukhuri bank. It was acquired by Government by 
purchasing from the owner. A hall measuring 100 ft by 30% ft. 
was now constructed from the budget provision of the 
Government. 

In 1912 A.D. the Curzon Hall and Library was thus shifted 
to this building. = 


Heritage and Its Impact on Socio-cultural 
Sphere

The Heritage indicates anything which is inherited from 
past, from our forefathers. It is something which may 
enlighten and brighten the sphere our predecessors have left 
for us. Obviously, it is something which can make us proud 
about our inheritance. In its simplest expression the word 
not only include immovable and movable objects created 
by human in the past and may mean something which is 
rare but amazing. In brief, heritage covers all man-made 
objects which are considered as unique and fascinating. 

From socio-cultural point of view, heritage may be said 
as a mirror reflecting the culture of a society, a nation and 
the country as a whole. It carries specimens of social and 
cultural manifestations which are considered as singular and 
pre-eminent for a community or a state. In archaeological 
sphere, all aspects related to history, economy, culture and 
society are brought under its perimeter. I, being a person 
belonging to the archaeological discipline feel it proper to 
State in brief about antiquities, to begin with, and then about 
topics related to other fields of heritage. 


You may be aware that archaeology is a vast subject, it 
involves almost all sciences, old and new. I am tempted here 
to give an example of a field investigation which, with the 
co-operation of several experts comprising different branches 
of science and technology, discovered some rare facts about 
life-style of a section of primitive people. 

It was in the seventies of the last century when a team 
from the Smithsonian Institute of America undertook 
excavation of a cave near the village called Shanidar in the 
remote Zagros mountain of northeastern Iraq. When the team 
_ reached the Ice Age stratum of 60,000 years old, after digging 
through several layers of human habitation, found a grave. 
In the outer soil-cover the palaeo-botanists detected fossilized 
pollen of eight different types of flowers which still grow in 
the Zagros Valley. An interesting observation noted in this 
grave was that, when the Neanderthal people of this time 
had to roam in search of food and shelter, they unexpectedly 
executed this burial was done decking with flowers. Another 
point noted was that, of the eight types of flowers, a few 
were used for medicinal purpose even today and they were 
surprisingly placed in touch with the deadbody, apparently 
indicating their faith in regaining life of the deceased in the 
other world. The skeleton inside the grave also revealed some 
interesting facts. The orthopedic tests showed that the man 
lost his right arm in his childhood and he had to limp in 
walking due to severe arthritis. It also puzzled the physicians 
to notice that he was of forty years of age, an age when life 
expectancy was 20 at this time due to rigors of life. 
Nevertheless, this archaeological excavation involved a 
number of experts in different subjects like chemistry, botany, 
medical science, anthropology, geology and social science, 

leaving aside the scientific digging of the archaeologists. 
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(Quest for the past, The Reader’s Digest Association, New 
York, 1984, pp.15-16). 

In its simplest expression archaeological heritage 
mainly covers all objects of historical interest which have 
completed at least one hundred years as per Acts and Rules. 
It may include masonry structures, such as, temples, mosque, 
memorials, palaces and other evidences of the past like 
ponds, ramparts, moats, canals, bridges, culverts, brick and 
stone ruins etc., which were done by our predecessors. 
Objects like palaeographs, copper plate charters, numismatic 
objects, plastic arts, old paintings etc. are also included. In 
its broader sense evidences like that of the old cities of Rome 
(Italy), Nineveh (Iraq), Petra (Jordan), Machu Picchu (Peru) 
~ to name a few — are more famous as heritage sites. The 
archaeological remains of great civilizations like Sumerian 
(Mesopotamia), Egyptian, Helenic (Greece), Minoan 
(Crete), Chinese, Indus Valley etc., as also those of the New 
World like Maya (Central America), Aztacs (Maxico) and 
Inca (Peru) come under the purview of the world heritage 
in general. All of these creations reflect the thoughts and 
beliefs of the people, as also the architectural and 
technological acumen they achieved during the time of their 
existence. Obviously, all these objects of the past help us to 
understand their impact on the socio-cultural sphere of those 
who created them. 

Thus, heritage makes us to realize the cultural 
consciousness of a nation. It infuses a sense of unity and 
pride among the inhabitants of a country. Hence, all historic- 
cultural evidences of the past, both movable and immovable, 
Should be protected and preserved both socially as well as 
by the government to ensure their safety and survival. 
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It is a fact that, in spite of heritable treasures being 
considered unavoidable both traditionally and emotionally 
for the society, we seem to be indifferent for their protection 
and upkeep. Rather, they appear more vulnerable for their 
mutilation and destruction because of our negligence rather 
than actions of non-human agencies like natural calamities, 
such as earthquake, exposure to sun, rain, wind, weathering 
etc. Thus for bringing some selective sites and objects of 
socio-cultural importance to limelight, the UNESCO have 
brought them under World Heritage Sites. On the other hand, 
this organization have envisaged a programme titled “World 
Heritage Week” each year from 19" to 25" November for 
all the countries world-wide to bring awareness among the 
masses towards importance of our cultural legacy and their 
preservation and upkeep. This weak has been observing both 
by the Archaeological Survey of India in their zones 
spreading all over the country and also by the Directorate of 
Archaeology, Assam in our state. 

Today, heritage not only includes the things of the 
past, it has also been widened to cover areas which are not 
only unique from the environmental and ecological point of 
view, but also safeguarding them from their increased state 
of destruction and mutilation. Even some exceptional human 
creations from cultural, aesthetic and technical consideration 
have been brought under the ambit of heritage. It will be, 
therefore, worthwhile to quote here some selective ones from 
the list prepared by the UNESCO keeping in mind to 
represent the varied types for benefit of the readers : 

i) Scenic beauty : Western Ghats of India, Mozambique, 
Kathmandu Valley of Nepal. 

ii) Natural Vista : Atlanic Forest Reserve, Brazil; Valley 
of Flowers, Nandadevi, India; Butterfly Reserve, Maxico. 
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iii) Endangered Forests : Sundarban, Bangladesh; 
Kaziranga and Manas, Assam 

iv) Bio diversity Zone : Tropical Rain Forest, Sumatra. 

v) Attractive Sea Coasts : Great Barrier Reef, Australia; 
Whale Sanctuary of Maxican Sea-coast. 

vi) Classical Landscape : Archaeological Remains of 
Bamiyan, Afghanistan. 

vii) National Parks : Los Glaciares of National Park, 
Argentina. 

viii) Modern Rarities : Sydney Opera House, Australia; 
White City of Tel-Aviv, Israel; Nuclear Test Sites, Marshal

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Developmental Proposal and Measures for 
the Future with Respect to Karmabir Nabin 
Chandra Bordoloi Hall, Building & its 

Campus

Looking back we see that Guwahati city did not have a 
Public/Town Hall until the end of the 19" century. It was only at 
the beginning of the 20" century & during the visit of the 
Governor General Lord Curzon, that few visionary citizens led 
by Manik Ch. Barua got together to build the first such hall by 
sourcing its funding from the surplus that was collected to 
welcome Lord Curzon. 

This Hall was subsequently converted to the Cotton College 

Library in the year 1912, as it happened to be within its prescient. 
~ The Curzon Hall was accordingly shifted to a new location next 
to the Dighalipukhuri, and was built under a special budgetary 
provision from the Govt. This new Curzon Hall built for a 
population of 12,500 was of the size of 100’x 30.5’ and was 
constructed in the style of English Tudor Architecture comprising 
of a timber framed structure & wattle walls in “/kara” and daub 
plaster of mud. The name of this landmark building’s designer 
is not known. 

After independence, in the year 1953 the name of the hall 
was changed by the then Chief Minister Bishnuram Medhi to 
“KARMABIR NABIN CHANDRA BORDOLOI HALL.” 
The Hall today with more than 100 years of existence has 


a 
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witnessed many a historic event and has hosted many eminent 
dignitaries including Henry Cotton, Kabi Guru Rabindranath, 
Subhas Ch. Bose, Jai Prakash Narayan, C. R. Das, C. F. Andrews 
etc. It also served as a temporary campus for the Cotton College 
Arts dept. during the World War-II when the college was 
requisitioned for military operations. As such this building is a 
heritage building for our society and hence we should take utmost 
care & appropriate measures towards its preservation for our 
future generations. 

Since the ‘“KNCB’ Hall was designed for a maximum 
population of 50,000 only and the city’s current population has 
burgeoned to above 12,00,000, there has been a lot of voiced 


_ opinion about the structure outliving it utility and the need for it 


to be razed/ renovated / enlarged to accommodate the current 
urban density. This is however a very misinformed supposition 
and an extremely inappropriate solution to the problem. Instead, 
the correct step is to construct additional Town Halls spread 
across the city; to proportionately cater to the urban population. 
It is insensitive to destroy and build over heritage structures that 
are so deeply entrenched in a city’s history and lend it such 
character! What would our future generations identify as their 
urban legacy, then? 

Yes, it is true that the utilization of the KNCB Hall as a 
library, has been gradually decreasing due to various reasons — 
the accessibility to the Internet being one — and so it has become 
a functionally subdued space from evening onwards. Also, 
dwindling funds is having an impact on its upkeep and 
maintenance. This has led to thinking of a multifunctional usage 
program for the area in order to make the complex more inviting 
as a public space. 

The KNCB Hall site is adjacent and well connected to other 
popular open spaces and public buildings that are frequented by 
tourists; such as the Dighali pukhuri, the Nehru Park and the 
Museum. Given its advantageous location it is understood that 
the most efficient way to raise funds and create a sense of 
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connectivity for the Hall, is to harness this tourism footfall, by 
adding on facilities/ activities that will auto generate funds by 
piquing the interest of the tourists. This will simultaneously bring 
about a sense of liveliness and vibrancy to the surrounding areas. 


Following are examples of three different scenarios that may 


be proposed for the KNCB Hall area as they would complement 
the current urban context while not disturbing the main library 
and the building. 


Scenario 1: To create a ‘Socio Cultural Lifestyle’ Photo 
Gallery of the bygone era, which would display visual 
recordings of the past lifestyles from the time photography 
was introduced in this region. The content for this could be 
collected from old family albums - before they disappear 
permanently. Our current young generations shall benefit 
from learning about our collective past through photo 
documentation of the lifestyles of eminent individuals such 
as Maniram Dewan, Lakhminath Bezbarua, Jyotiprasad 
Agarwala, Manik Chandra Barua, Tarunram Phookan, 
Gopinath Bardoloi etc. Along with photos, select household 
artefacts too could be displayed, but it would all depend on 
the final space availability. 


Scenario 2: To create within the space available, a mini 
Lifestyle “Haat” that shall display and sell indigenous 
products ranging from food to fashion items. The format 
shall be of temporary outlets under a permanent roof. This 
will attract the tourists and in return pay for the premise’s 
upkeep, future development etc. 


Scenario 3: To create an open air public space with a Terrace 
Garden strewn with sculptural displays and a mini stepped 
functional space for performances, recitals etc. 

The next step is to identify how and where to accommodate 
any of the above scenarios. Encroaching on space of the 





current hall is not acceptable and neither it is wise to propose 
a new building in the adjacent vacant space as it shall 
dominate the Heritage building. So we are faced with an 
Urban Design 
challenge. 
Fortunately, 
informed study 
of the urban 
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context has 
allowed for a ” 
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regulations, we understand that maximum buildable area 
available is about 550 Sq. Mt. (i.e. about 6,000 Sq.Ft.). It is also 
observed that this area is at a lower level than the main ground 
level, by about 1.4mtrs. (4.5 ft.). This depression therefore can 
be taken advantage of with respect to positioning of the proposals 
floor level. 

Instead of raising the ground level we go along with the 
contour and propose a semi basement building with the roof top 
as a terrace for our proposed needs. From the library ground 
level @ the center we go down few steps to the lower level 
which would accommodate the Scenarios 1 and 2. Scenario 2 
would also have an independent entry from the eastern gate of 
the campus. The roof with the Terrace Garden will be about at 
the same level as the plinth of the KNCBH, making it look more 
like a garden of the building that would also camouflage the 
building below. There would be glazed sky lights (i.e. Louvers) 
to naturally light the exhibition areas. Overall with this proposal 
we ensure that no structure is built above the plinth level of the 
old building, thus preserving its beauty and importance while 
also leaving all the free space as it was since public open space 
is a vital requirement for livable cities. = 
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Waking Up to Our Heritage

When any discussion about the restoration of Nabin Chandra 
Bordoloi Hall happens, some questions arise in my mind. These 
questions are quintessentially that of what Heritage is. Is the 
building a heritage or the person— Karmabir Nabin Chandra 
Bordoloi also a heritage to us? My thoughts go back to the 
Samadhi of this legendry personality near Aswaklanta temple in 
North Guwahati. The Samadhi of 1936 is in damaged, uncared 
for and dirty condition on the banks of Brahmaputra. According 
to UNESCO, while looking after a cemetery, its importance as a 
part of our cultural environment should be acknowledged. 
Cemeteries shall be cared for and maintained in such a way that 
their historic value is not reduced. However, we are least bothered 
about it, in this case. We seem to generally have a lack of 
conscience about our inherited legacy. 

What is Heritage? The Oxford English Dictionary defines 
‘heritage’ as ‘property that is or may be inherited; an inheritance’, 
‘valued things such as historic buildings that have been passed 
down from previous generations’, and ‘relating to things of 
historic or cultural value that are worthy of preservation’. 
Heritage, however, is best understood when used with another 
word, that is, conservation. The term ‘heritage conservation’ 
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advocated an alternative to the thoughtless development and 
urban renewal that was destroying irreplaceable vintage 
buildings. This, in self-explanatory sense manages to give 
heritage its truest meaning. 

Of the two types of heritage, tangible is the most visible. 
However, it is the intangible part of heritage that is not easy to 
pick out. Intangible is what cannot be seen, but is the essence of 
all. Its definition might start from a society’s mentality and cover 
all other non-physical entities ranging from a language to 
different cultures within a society. What is important is that 
various practices of heritage that are conserved or handed down 
from one generation to the next, unwittingly. 

The second element of heritage, on the other hand, is easier 
to understand. It may be because it is more visible. Tangible 
heritage is something physical, whether it is a building, historical 
monuments or an artifact. The major forms of tangible heritage 
differ from place to place. In some place, structural buildings are 
the historical heritage properties like Taj Mahal, for instance. 
However, in Assam, large water bodies too are heritage properties. 

Discussing the tangible heritage in Assam in depth is of 
need. It is worth discussing because they go massively 
unacknowledged. In the year 1878, when one traveler Ramkumar 
Vidyaratna visited Assam, he measured the Sibsagar Tank 
situated in its namesake town. He measured the distance of the 
four corners of that manmade tank and found it to be of 3.11 
kilometers. The fact that its water level remains the same height 
of 14 ft. throughout the year is awe-inspiring. As | measured 

another lake, that is, Joisagar, much later than Mr. Vidyaratna, I 
found it’s circumference to be of 3.5 kilometers. These are 
probably the largest manmade tanks in the whole world. Alas, 
since these are not considered structural heritage, they are not 
identified by the Archaeological Survey of India, too. 

If we think about the oldest heritage property, we must 
relentlessly think about geological heritage like natural oil, gas 
and minerals. If we consider natural gas alone, it is surprising to 
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know that putting all years together, we are guilty of burning out 
Yath of the total gas extracted every year. Every day 10 million 
cubic meter natural gas is extracted. Out of this, 1.6 million cubic 
meter gas is used and the remaining 8.4 million cubic meter of 
gas is burnt out, whatever the cause it may be for. We have failed 
till now to conserve or utilize the most precious heritage property 
that we have ownership of. Heritage is something that can be 
passed from one generation to the next. It is something that can 
be conserved or inherited, and something that has historic or 
cultural value. 

Just like every other part of heritage, it is as important for 
us to understand who we are. Our understanding of ourselves is 
as much a part of our heritage as are the physical objects and 
buildings. Practices of heritage like customs and habits, which 
although are intangible, inform who we are as collectives and 
help to create our collective social memory. 

Heritage conservation does not mean freezing a building in 
time, creating a museum or tying the hands of property owners 
so they can’t do anything with their properties. Instead, it seeks 
to maintain and thereby increase-the value of buildings by 
keeping their original built form and architectural elements, 
favoring their restoration rather than a replacement. 

Heritage Conservation provides concrete benefits to property 
owners, to businesses and to the community as a whole. That is 
because a preserved property gets its values incremented, both for 
the restored building and surrounding properties. Heritage 
Preservation can draw tourism and help businesses attract custo ners. 
Retaining the historic integrity of a neighborhood attracts people 


Just for that ambiance alone and that attracts business. 


Restoration, contrary to regular belief is economical. [t keeps 
money within the community, by requiring fewer materials from 
aus ide and more labour-intensive work by local trades. 
estoration reduces construction and demolition wastes, and uses 
‘ess than half the energy required for anew construction. Heritage 


preservation is an investment in 
our community that rewards us 
today and leaves an invaluable 
resource for future generation. 
Our rich cultural heritage, 
historical monuments, buildings, 
endangered animals, forests are 
in risk. However, we do not have 
any Act to conserve the heritage 
properties in Assam. The 
; Constitution of India provides 
' provisions to protect our 
‘ Heritage, Forest and Wild Life 
under clause Number 48A and 
49, ‘Directive Principles of State 
, Policy’. Again, Assam Accord in 
ee © Section 6 clearly mentioned 
about the ‘protect, preserve and promoted the Cultural, social, 
linguistic identity and heritage of Assamese people’. Upon enquiring 
about the Heritage Conservation Act and Regulations followed by 
different states of our country, only ‘Jammu and Kashmir Heritage 
Conservation Act’ and ‘Kolkata Metropolitan Heritage Building Act’ 
were to be found. These Acts not only restrict the heritage property 
from ruin, but also provide benefits to the Heritage property owners. 
As per the call of the time a ‘Heritage Conservation Act of 
Assam’ and ‘Heritage Conservation and Regulatory Board of 
Assam’ is highly needed in our state to retain our glorious past. 
We have organized a Society named ‘Heritage Conservation 
Society of Assam’ consisting of person from different streams 
of society to formulate a ‘Draft to Pass as Heritage 
Conservation Act, Assam’ 
It is high time we wake up not merely in words but take the 
blinds off our eyes and binds off our hands, and work actively 
and conscientiously towards heritage conservation. = 
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Modernisation of Karmabir Nabin Chandra 
Bordoloi Library (Reading Hall) with 
Database Creation and Networking

Introduction: 

A public hall was constructed in 1903 with the surplus money 
collected from the public by the reception committee formed to 
organize a felicitation programme of Lord Curzon who visited 
Assam in 1900. To perpetuate the memory of Lord Curzon, the 
then Viceroy of India, the Hall was named after him and 
constructed at the sight of old library building of Cotton College. 
Later as the Cotton College started to expand it became 
inconvenience to keep the Curzon Hall in this place and decided 
to shift it. It was Manik Chandra Baruah who took initiative and 
finds out a suitable place near the Dighali Pukhuri to shift the 
Hall and purchased land from the landowner for the purpose. 
The government then constructed the Curzon Hall and Library 
at the present site near Dhighali Phukhuri in 1912. The Curzon 
Hall and Library was later renamed as Nabin Chandra Bordoloi 
Hall and Library when Bishnu Ram Medhi was the Chief Minister 
of Assam in 1953. Many historic events — such as public reception 
of Rabindranath Tegore in 1919, public meeting of Sir Ashutosh 
Mukherjee, Netaji Subash Chandra Bose, P. C. Roy, Jayaprakash 
Narayan and many more dignitaries were organised at Curzon 
Hall. This hall is pride of witnessing many historic events. It is a 
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century-old Assam type colonial architect heritage building which 
should be preserved and modernised without disturbing its 
original structure. 


Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading 
Hall): 

The Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading 
Hall) is presently functioning under the Directorate of Library 
Services, Assam, Ministry of Culture, Govt. of Assam. It 
possesses a good collection of old rare books, magazines and 
other reading materials. It has a reading cum functional hall 
where users read books, newspapers and magazines. The library 
has a very good heritage collection of reading materials and 
providing reading facilities to the general public. All the functions 
of the library have been performing in a traditional way through 
manual method. 


Need for Modernisation: 

There are many weaknesses of traditional libraries. 
Traditional libraries are providing services based on print media 
and their practices mainly include cataloguing, classification, 
reference service etc. The main weaknesses of traditional 
libraries are: 

- Information sources are available only in print form 

- Services are based on available collection of a single library 
only 

- Catalogue has many limitations and limited access point to 
search information 

- More repetitive tasks involved 

- More manpower and finance required to run the library etc. 

Application of modern technology is the only way to 
overcome such weaknesses and limitations of the traditional 
library. Libraries are shifting their role from the custodian of 
traditional information resources to the provider of digital 
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information resources with the use of modern technology. 
Widespread use of computers, increased reliance on computer 
networks, rapid growth of Internet and explosion of information 
has compelled libraries to adopt new means and methods for 
the storage, retrieval and dissemination of information. 

Libraries and Information Centres have been employing ICT 
and electronic information resources and services to satisfy the 
diverse information needs of their users. E-journals, CD-ROM 
databases, online databases, e-books, web-based resources, and 
a variety of other electronic media are fast replacing the 
traditional services and resources of the libraries. The Karmabir 
Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading Hall) with no 
exception, need to transform its existing traditional practices by 
adopting modern ICT in order to make it a gateway of knowledge 
in real sense. As it is a public library, it should serve the 
democratic society by way of providing books, learning 
information, knowledge, education resources, entertainment and 
opportunity to access information to all classes of people living 
in the society. Modernisation of the library services can only 
transform the Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library 
(Reading Hall) in to a gateway of knowledge. 


Madernisation of Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi 
Library (Reading Hall) with database creation: 

Automation is the first step of modernising a library. 
Modernisation of a library should be started with the application 
of computers to perform day to day housekeeping operations of 
the library. To carry out various housekeeping operations, a 
library need to create library database first using a standard 
integrated library management software package. There are many 
open source library software available now-a-days, but selection 
of library software is a very important decision to be taken before 
Starting the process of automation and modernization of the 
library. This decision should be taken carefully by the authority 
so that any unwanted situation will not arise in near future. Some 
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of the widely used open source integrated library management 
software are listed below:

2. NewGenLib (http://www.verussolutions.biz/ originated 
in India)

4. e-Granthalaya (developed by NIC) 

The open source library software Koha is widely used by 
the library and information centres in India because of its 
advanced features and customization provisions. The state central 
library of Assam at Guwahati has also started using Koha 
integrated library management software to manage the library 
resources and services effectively. The Karmabir Nabin Chandra 
Library (Reading Hall) should think of using Koha for creating 
its library database as the software has been using by many 
libraries in Assam. There are many advantages of Koha software 
such as: 

- Koha is an open source Integrated Library System (ILS), 
used world-wide by public, school and special libraries 

- All housekeeping operations of the library can be 
performed 

- Itis web based integrated library system with SQL database 
backend for cataloguing data stored in MARC format. 

- It support Z39.50 protocol which allows the libraries to 
copy cataloguing data online and integrate them to the 
library database thus minimizing the trouble of manual 
data entry.

- Simple acquisition system for smaller library 
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- Serial system for Magazine, journals or newspaper 
management 
- Reporting 
- Reading list for members 
- Offline as well as online circulation system 
- Works in network environment and it has the ability to 
cope with any number of branches, patrons, patron 
categories etc. 
- It has strong online support community to sort out any 
problems faced by the user of the software. 
- Cloud installation, customization as well as maintenance 
of the software can be done with minimum cost. 
- Itis constantly updating 
Database creation in the Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi 
Library (Reading Hall) using Koha will transform it into a modern 
library and will allows the library to extend all the modern library 
facilities and services mentioned above to its patrons. Library 
database creation will not only helps libraries in managing the 
in-house reading materials but also it will help in providing 
effective and satisfactory services to the users. Library 
automation can change the scenario of the traditional libraries 
by eliminating the weaknesses of these libraries to the maximum 
level.

Consortium and e-resources subscription at economical 
prices 
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- Better and efficient management of information and 
information services to users 
The Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading 
Hall) shall able to extend these benefits mentioned above to its 
clientele by transforming the library into a modern library through 
the use of computers and ICT. Automation of the library will 
make it amenable for transformation from traditional libraries 
to modern libraries. Using computers and Library Management 
software it can become a modern electronic library in which 
data is stored in computers and efficiently retrieved whenever 
required. 


Networking of Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi 
Library (Reading Hall): 

After automation and database creation, networking of the 
library should be undertaken. The automation of the library is 
the prerequisite for networking of library. A network is a group 
of individuals or organizations/libraries that are interconnected 
for some common functional purposes. It usually consists of a 
formal arrangement whereby materials, information and services 
provided by a variety of libraries and other organizations are 
available to all potential users. Computer and telecommunication 
tools are usually used for facilitating communication among the 
participating members. The basic purpose for creating a network 
is to provide information services to member libraries through 
sharing of resources of the participating libraries of the network. 
Inter-library Loan and exchange of bibliographic records are the 
main purpose of creating a library network. 

Network enables the library to meet the information needs 
of the users beyond their local resources and can arrange the 
same from the participating libraries through inter-library loan. 
With the use of ICT, libraries now can collect resources in e- 
form from the participating libraries thus reducing the movement 
of physical document. 
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The main objectives of library network are: 

e To promote resource sharing and co-operation activities 
among libraries by providing efficient and reliable means 
of resource sharing, viz. inter-library loan, document 
delivery service, manpower training, access to national 
and international database etc. 

> To improve resource utilization and service level at the 
individual libraries by providing automation facilities 

e Tocoordinate efforts for suitable collection development 
and reduce unnecessary duplication wherever possible. 

e To develop a specialist bibliographic database of books, 

_ serials and non-book materials for search and access. 

@ To coordinate with other regional, national and 
international networks for exchange of information and 
documents for the use of libraries and users. 


Types of Networks 


(i) Client Server Based Networks 

In this system, clients are usually computers on the network 
that are operated by human beings, making changes to the data 
files they receive and when these changes are complete, sending 
the data back to the server for storage. 


(ii) Peer-to-Peer Network 

Each computer has the same potential to access and process 
data. These types of networks are called peer-to-peer network. A 
peer-to-peer network has the virtue of simplicity in both design and 
maintenance. It is usually less expensive to set as well. However, it 
is also slower and less secure than the client/server network. . 


(iii) Complex Networks 
. A network can be connected to other networks and networks 
an consist of different types of machines from different vendors 
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each with its own unique way of handling electronic information, 
not directly understood by other machines on the network. 
Special software and hardware can be attached to the network 
to handle this complicated set up. These devices are called 
bridges, routes and gateways, perform in different ways the task 
of “translating” the electronic information supplied by one 
machine into a format that can be understood by another. 

(iv) LAN, MAN, WAN 

These networks are classified according to their 
geographical coverage 

(a) LAN - Local Area Network 

A network is called Local Area Network if the computers 
comprising it are located within the same building or within a 
distance range less than one kilometer from each other. 

(b) MAN — Metropolitan Area Network 

It inter-connects computers within a metropolitan city. 
Cellular phone networks are a good example of such networks. 

(c) WAN — Wide Area Network 

A network is called Wide Area Network if the computers 
comprising it are distributed over a large geographical region 
may be all over the country, all over the world or any distance 
range more than 30 kilometer. Parts of the network may be 
connected by the cables and other parts by microwave or 
satellite transmission. Typical wide area networks are those 
operated by the telephone companies. The Internet is probably 
the widest of all networks in that it links not only LANs but 
also other WANS. 

Creation of LAN in the library is one of the important tasks 
to be undertaken for modernisation of library. Housekeeping 
operations of the library such as data entry, circulation etc. of 
the library usually perform though clients connected over LAN. 
A modern library performs different operations of the library 
simultaneously in different machines/terminals connected to 
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the LAN from different locations of the library. Thus saving 
time of data entry and avoids duplication. As a result it enhances 
resource utilization and service levels to the users. Users can 
also search OPAC for information and can have simultaneous 
access to the library database over LAN. The Karmabir Nabin 
Chandra Bordoloi Library (Reading Hall) must switch to the 
networking environment to convert the library in to a modern 
library. 

Internet is another tool which has become a part of the library 
and playing an important role in transforming the libraries of 
the present age into a modern information centre. By 
incorporating internet service, Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi 
Library (Reading Hall) can extend a variety of modern library 
services including access to e-books, e-journals and other e- 
resources to its users. The Internet provides instant access to 
billions of information sources through websites available in 
World Wide Web. It is also playing an important role in resource 
sharing and document delivery in electronic form. With the help 
of Internet, library can participate in a library network and 
become a member of the network to access online e-resources 
at substantially law cost. In India Developing Library Network 
(DELNET) is promoting resource sharing among the libraries 
and supply information to the member libraries. Becoming a 
member of DELNET, Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bordoloi Library 
(Reading Hall) can provide document delivery and other services 
of DELNET to its user. 

Indian Govt. has formed consortia for Universities and R&D 
institutions viz. INDEST, UGC-INFONET, CSIR, FORSA, 
HELINET etc. to strengthen knowledge based in scientific 
organisations, industries, universities and other learning and 
professional institutions of the country. With regard to public 
library, there are no such consortia for sharing of resources among 
the public libraries of the country. But the public libraries can 
provide access to the scholarly publications by providing links 
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to open access resources. Open Access is free, immediate, 
permanent access to the full text of research articles for anyone 
worldwide. Directory of Open Access Journals is leading research 
open access initiative where numerous journals are available 
online. In India, some open access initiatives have taken place 
like Indian Academy of Sciences (www.ias.ac.in); Indian 
National Science Academy (http://insa.acpservers.com/html/ 
home.asp); Indian Journals (www.indianjournals.com); Open 
J-Gate by Informatics (India) Limited etc. 
Public libraries in America offer various community services 
like 
e Free public wi-fi access (98 % of all public libraries) 
e E-book reader, tablets to explore e-resources 
e Basic digital literacy training (90%) 
e Training related to new technology devices (62%), safe 
online practice (57%), social media use (56%) 
e Assist patrons in using online govt. programmes and 
services (76%) 
e Support people for applying jobs (73%) and online job 
opportunity resources (68%) 
e Offers e-books (90%), online home assistance (95%) and 
online language learning (56%)

Incorporating the above programmes and facilities in the 
line of developed countries like America, public libraries of 
Assam can transform themselves into a modern community 
information centre and can become a local gateway to 
knowledge. 


Conclusion: 
The continued development of ICT has facilitated the 
process of transmitting, storing, retrieving, and accessing 
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information in the libraries. The application of technology in 
the libraries-has brought a massive alteration in the nature of a 
librarian’s work, and allows the libraries to expand their services 
by transmitting information from inside the library worldwide 
via the facilities that have evolved from the advancement of 
digital technology. The advancement of digital technology and 
its widespread use in the libraries worldwide has compelled the 
libraries of present age to shift their mode of operation from 
manual to modern digital system. Public libraries, with no 
exception, has to shift their mode of operation from manual to 
ICT based automated system in order to adapt with the changing 
technology. They have to function as hybrid library where both 
the electronic and print resources are available for the users. 
Though RRRLF has been providing funds for overall 
development of public libraries in India, the process of 
modernisation and automation of public libraries are found to 
be very slow and the benefit have not yet reached to all the corners 
of the country. = 
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Propagation of Public Library Services 
Through Social Media

Abstract 

Propagation of public library services through social media 
is fairly a new concept in the advent of new information 
~ communication technology. Especially due to disruptive 
innovations in the field of social media tools and technology, a 
huge change has been witnessed in the mass communication 
system where multidimensional communications have prevailed 
against traditional unidirectional communications. These 
internet based social networking sites, such as Facebook, Twitter, 
LinkedIn, etc., are affordable, convenient, speedy and allow any 
community member to create, share and exchange user generated 
contents anywhere in the globe. It has become a sort of cultural 
phenomena of the 21% Century which has touched individuals 
of almost all age groups of almost all societies of the globe. 
With such advantages and the flexibility, the library scientist 
and patrons would certainly need to look forward how social 
media may help in propagation of public library services in the 
society. As the social media phenomena is very recent, it is too 
early to predict how such relationship between ‘application of 
social media tools to propagate public library objectives’ and 
‘social media user community’ will behave in long run. 
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Introduction: 

Two phrases, namely Social Media and Social Networks, 
have been on the air these days which are the buzz-phrase of the 
society of the entire world and almost taken care of the entire 
old communication conduits of general public as well as 
intellectual society converting into new genre communication 
channels. What is Social Media anyway? And what is its 
difference with Social Networks? : 

In its simplest meaning, Social Media refers to a bunch of 
web based technologies and tools that helps in multifaceted 
multidirectional communications involving users to create, 
publish and share their own contents. It allows people to 
communicate and interact each other freely using devices like 
computers & smartphones. According to Wikipedia, Andreas 
Kaplan and Michael Haenlein have defined social media to be 
“a group of Internet-based applications that build on the 
ideological and technical foundations of Web 2.0, and that allow 
the creation and exchange of user-generated content.” So, social 
media is really just any Internet medium that can be used to 
share information with others. In fact, “social media” is a broad 
enough term that can be used to describe a number of platforms 
including blogs, forums, applications, games, websites and other 
stuff. 

Since web based communication technologies making 
human communication more interactive, popular and social, 
somewhat, a kind of ‘Cultural Phenomena’ of 21% Century 
reaching out to almost all age groups of almost all societies of 
the globe. The term ‘social media’ was coined to refer these 
newer forms of electronic media. Thus for the same reason of 
highly interactive qualities of online social media, it differs from 
traditional ‘mass media’ such as TV, radio and newspaper. What 
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I find is five basic differences between these new and the old 
communications channels: speed, reciprocity, coverage, size and 
more importantly enhanced mobility with the advent of 
smartphone. 


Social Media and Social Networks 

It is seen that in many a cases social media and social 
networking are used by people as synonyms or interchangeably 
though it carry different meanings. The social media are web 
based platforms or site on which information in various formats 
are being communicated and exchanged, social networking on 
the other hand refers to the relationship that an user developed 
with the large audience using one or many of these online 
platforms. The social networking sites, such as Facebook, Twitter, 
LinkedIn, etc., differ from each other on the basis of the kinds 
of services or tool incorporates, and thus allow its users to form 
groups to create, share and exchange information. 

Not only social networks, social media also inenepaiite 
Blogs, Forums, Microblogging, Podcasts, Image sharing sites, 
Video, Social bookmarking, Community-moderated content, 
such as a wiki, Virtual communities, i.e., online gaming etc. 
Depending on the tools and technologies used, there are different 
types of social media formats available. 

But, whatever the tools and technologies are used in social 
media formats, the fundamental objective of these formats have 
remained the same, i.e. enabling public to communication, share 
and exchange of information. 

With the variety tools and technologies exists in the social 
media formats, accordingly, a wide range of choices are also 
available to communicate and connect each other within these 
‘social vehicle’. Some of them are: 

e Email 
e Blogging 
e Sharing images 
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e Instant messaging 
e Sharing videos with friends via email, embedding on 
another site, or via social networking channels 
e Posting on a Wall, sharing with a specific group, sending 
a private message to an individual or a group 
Before we use these platforms for certain social or academic 

causes, as for example propagating public libraries using social 
media, we must know what type of engagements these platforms 
focuses on. The social media formats that emphasizes on the 
social networking always focuses on specific types of social 
engagement. Sometimes these engagements differ from each 
other and sometime overlaps. As for example, the most popular - 
social networking sites like, Facebook focuses basically on 
connections, conversations and sharing between individuals; 
LinkedIn on the other hand emphasizes on business relationships, 
branding, and job-related information making it less casual and 
more businesslike; and strikingly, Twitter users enjoy sharing, 
conversing with other users becoming part of a larger group/ 
movement/trend, and building reputation. Again, ResearchGate 
focuses on creating profiles and link of researchers and similar 
groups. There are many different social networking sites. The 
most popular are as follows:

Advantages of Social Media 
Before we venture out for opting social media as one of the 
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potential propagators, it is also important to understand its 
advantages over the existing system. Some of the unique 
advantages of social media over the existing traditional or old 
media are as the following: 


Social media provide users or organizers or a business 


developers an exclusively personal way of © 


communicating each other. 

Preference for one-way public relations are no longer on 
demand due to user-friendly social media tools and 
technology. 

Creation of online communities where users or clients 
can freely exchange their ideas and experiences with the 
organizers or developers which always leads to better 
services and newer innovations. 

The potentiality of social media is so high that a message 
or a content may be shared to one person or one million 
people at a time, with little to no lag time behind the 
actual event, in almost free of cost. This makes social 
media and the community more powerful (potentially), 
more unified than ever before. 

Users can feel themselves as ‘publishers’ or ‘content 
creator’ besides being a viewer of a large audience while 
publishing news, information, or other resources. 

With all the above advantages, social media has some 
special technical features which have made it unique than 
that of all the contemporary and old media. With these 
special features an organizer or a user can generate, design 
and propagate any ideas according to his or her desire 
and share with his/her communities with reciprocity. 
These are: 

User Account: The Networking site allows users to create 
their own accounts to log into for social interactions. 
Profile pages: To represent a user or an individual, a profile 
page is created containing information about the 
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individual user preferably with a profile photo, bio data, 
website, feed of recent posts, recommendations, recent 
activity etc. 

Friends, followers, groups: Users can use their accounts 
to connect with other users to share or subscribe to certain 
forms of information. 

News feeds: Users basically obtain or ask required 
information from other users in real time situation. 
Personalization: This feature provides users the flexibility 
to configure user settings, customization of their profiles 
as desired, organize and manage information, news feeds 
and feedback, imposition of restrictions if one don’t want 
to see something. 

Notifications: Another specialty of social media is about 
getting notifications on desired information from desired 
sites or apps. Simultaneously, the users have total control 
over these notifications whether to choose to receive or 
to reject such notifications. 

Information updating, saving or posting: All social media 
sites allows its user to post absolutely anything, it could 
be a simple text-based message, a photo upload, 
a YouTube video, a link to an article or anything else. 
Like buttons and comment sections: These two are the 
most common features by which users interact each other 
on social media. The ‘likes’ and the ‘comments’ act as 
feedback for the users. 

Review, rating or voting systems: Like the ‘like buttons’ 
and ‘comment sections’, Review, rating or voting on some 


specific information are also common features of many 
social sites. 


Use of Social Media in propagation of Library Services: 
Having advantages and the flexibility as described above, 
We certainly need to look forward how social media have helped 
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in propagation of public library services in the society or how 
these opportunities are being utilized by the public library system 
in propagating its objectives 

Over the last few years there has been a quantum leap in the 
process of developing a relationship between the libraries (or 
similar organizations) and public online through various social 
media tools, like, blogs, wikis, social networks, podcasts, sharing 
text, photos, video, etc., with the objective of large scale 
engagement, cooperation and participation in the library process. 
Yet, it is observed that while the acceptance of social media in 
the commercial and public sector has been tremendously 
acclaimed (Benkler 2006; Tapscott and Williams 2006; Shirky 
2008; Tapscott 2009) its effects in the library sector are yet to be 
fully scrutinized. Though there has been an ‘enthusiastic 
embrace’ between social media tools and many public libraries, 
perhaps, attention is lacking for attaining a ‘strategic and 
sustained relationship’ between the two. It is also a fact that 
most of the popular social media site are less than or only a 
decade old which is quite insufficient to ensure or judge impact 
of social media’s presence on library and its community. A global 
research encompassing 600 librarians worldwide including UK, 
_ USA and India was conducted by Taylor & Francis to address 
issues like how libraries are currently using and applying social 
media, and how this might develop in the future, etc. Six of the 
most interesting discoveries made in this research were as 
follows. 


i. Out of 600 respondents, 61% of libraries have been 
using social media for 3 years or more. 

Analysis: According to the focus groups (held in the UK, 
USA and India for this research) it is a quite high percentage 
and can be assumed that social media is reasonably well 
embedded in library communications. 
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ii. Out of 600 respondents, 30% post to social media 
daily. 

Analysis: The focus groups felt that though application of social 
media in library was less clear, it could be assumed from the amount 
of posting that social media is going to play a major role in how 
libraries are communicating with their end users in future. 

iii. Of the total respondents, 25% of libraries have more 
than 5 individuals updating their social media pages 

Analysis: According to the focus groups though workforce 
for 25% of respondents is very impressive, for 42% the workforce 
there is only one or two individuals managing the Library’ social 
media aspects. 

iv. Facebook is the most popular social media channel - 

Analysis: According to the focus groups, for preferred social 
networks, 58% of librarians use Facebook on a regular basis, 
46% regularly use Twitter and 30% of the librarians use blogging 
regularly. Interestingly, Google+, Instagram, Pinterest, Flickr, 
Academia.edu and ResearchGate are used by only less than 10% 
of the total respondents. 

The focus groups also assume from the statement of the 
respondents that students are increasingly leaving Facebook, as 
they fill that Facebook is a “platform for an older generation 
and less relevant to their communication needs”. 

According to one respondent, as stated by the focus groups 
“students are searching by image first, text second” suggesting 
that visual channels are more preferred means of communication 
with younger users. Yet, the focus groups fills that “this possible 
change in the usage of social media is not yet reflected in how 
libraries are targeting communications”. 

v. Out of 600 respondents, 72% of libraries have no social 
media policy or plan. 

Analysis: The focus groups reveal that 75% librarian have 
no policy and messages on the social media aspects on an ad 
hoc basis. Only 28% librarians maintain a social media policy, 
Whereas 30% librarians are planning to introduce social media 
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policy in the near future. The focus groups fill that the 30% of 
the librarians who are “planning to implement a policy in the 
future may indicate that benefits can be seen in using a policy to 
help monitor the impact of their social media activity and plan 
for the future”. 

vi. Out of 600 respondents, 88% say that social media 
will become more important in the future communication, 

Analysis: Though it is difficult to predict future of social 
media, seeing the high percentage of believers in the survey 
conducted by the Taylor and Francis, there is a general consensus 
in the focus groups that libraries must engage themselves in 
“digital literacy” if they are to survive in an “increasingly online 
world”. Overall, it seems that whatever the form it takes, social 
media will become a central part of everyday communication 
with library customers. 


Strategy to propagate public libraries through social 
media 

To propagate public libraries there is a basic need to 
publicize or promote its product (books) and services, which in 
other word may be termed as a sort of marketisation of value 
based ideas of public libraries through social media. The concept 
of value based ideas may differ library to library, but commonly 
some of these may be providing information about the valuable 
collections, latest additions, govt. reports, additions to children’s 
literature, latest award winning additions including Nobel 
laureate, Films, audio & video, specialized services to the aged 
readers, specially abled persons, women, housewives and so on. 
This short of marketisation through social media needs working 
out of a strategy encompassing the issues like why we need to 
popularize the ideas of public libraries through social media (i.e. 
purpose of having library’s social media site), what products 
need to be popularize (i.e. policy on uploading or posting of 
information on library resources), how to do it (i.e. selection of 
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platform or tool of social media, funding and manpower) and 
analysis of the results achieved (i.e. feedback from the users). 

With the above analysis and also keeping in view of the 
conclusion made by the research groups instituted for the global 
research study of Taylor and Francis, the above issues may be 
summarized into 3 basic prerequisites in Indian environment of 
public library scenario: 

1. Constant funding for sustenance of such social media 
programmes 

2. Engagement of manpower for management handling 
specific jobs designed for library’s social media aspects __ 

3. More importantly, a clear cut defined policy on the use 
of library’s social media site 

Out of the above 3 prerequisites, first two are of general 
nature that attracts authorities attention and initiative, and can 
be fulfilled through budgetary provisions. But the third 
prerequisite stated above needs much attention from the librarian 
as promotion, sustenance and objectives of the library’s social 
media site on the web will solely be governed by a perfectly 
designed policy. Some guidelines to constitute such social media 
policy for library are emphasized below: 

‘Purpose: The policy must define in clear terms about the 
purpose of establishing a library’s social media site with 
objectives of achievements. 

Agreement: The policy should tell that once a user joins, 
utilizes or posts on the Library’s social media sites, he or 
she agrees to comply with this Policy of the Library as 
applicable. : 

Definitions: The policy must provide its own clear 
definitions on all the major terminologies or concepts 
used in thé media site, such as “Library”, “posting”, 
“social media site”, etc. 

Disclaimer: The policy on disclaimer stating “the Library 
is not responsible or liable for the content of postings by 
third parties on any Library sponsored social media site, 
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and postings do not reflect the opinions or positions of 
this Public Library, its employees, or its Board of 
Trustees”. 
Privacy policy: There should have no privacy policy in 
postings on Library’s social media sites, and by utilizing 
these sites, the library consents the right to access, monitor 
and read any postings on the sites. The contents posted in 
the social media site of the Library may be considered 
public records and if requested, the Library must disclose 
public records to the users unless certain obligations or 
copyrighted. The Library also have its discretion power 
to post or not to post public records and whether 
exemptions from disclosure apply. 
Ownership: The ownership policy suggests that by posting 
on the social media site, library provide permission to 
use its name, profile, posting, etc., without compensation 
or liability to any party. This permission ends after deleting 
the post from the library media site. 
Posting: Basically, the purpose of having Library’s social 
media sites is to inform Library users about library 
programs, events, activities, collections, and to encourage 
reading of books, latest updates on politics and economy 
and other human endeavors, exchange of information and 
knowledge between users and Library staff, etc., are set 
forth as policy matters of the library. So, clear cut policy 
also needed to be set forth on prohibition on posting not 
complying with the above purpose of the Library. 
Likewise, prohibition is also needed to be imposed on 
the followings as a part of the policy: 
Posting of advertisements, spam, obscene matter, 
disparaging, harassing, abusive, offensive postings, etc. 
Postings containing hateful, threatening, pornographic, 
gratuitous violence, potentially libelous or defamatory 
matters 
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Postings containing privileged, proprietary, or confidential 
information about persons, organizations or entity, 
including, without limitation, patrons, vendors, the 
Library or Library partners; 

Postings that violate or potentially violate local, state, or 
national laws including, without limitation, intellectual 
property and copyright laws; 

Posting which discriminate on the basis of race, color, 
religion, national origin, sex, handicap, age, sexual 
orientation, creed, or ancestry; 

Postings which are sexually harassing, including, without 
limitation, sexual rumors that show hostility toward 
individuals based on gender, derogatory comments about 
individuals’ body or appearance, unwelcome sexual 
compliments, innuendos, suggestions or jokes. 

Postings that promote alcohol, cigarettes or other tobacco 
products, or any illegal product, service, or activity; 
Postings in support or opposing any organization, 
nomination or election of a candidate for public office, 
etc. : 

Violations of the policy: Any user who violets any policy 
of the Library by posting prohibited items or text should 
rightfully be terminated, banned or blocked from using 
the library site without prior notice. 

Reporting Violations: Policy should be framed to enable 
users to report any violation of the Library’s social media 
site’s policy using e-mail to the administrator of the 
Library’s social media sites. 

Library Employee’s Postings: A separate social media 
policy and guidelines should be framed for the Library 
employees in terms of posting, e-mail, etc. However, the 
general policy framed for the users should not prohibit 
Library employees from posting on Library’s social media 
sites during their personal time outside of the schedule 
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office time complying the separate social media policy 
and guidelines set forth for them. 


Conclusion: 

Several literature produced in this line arguably indicate 
that it is very difficult to predict future of social media because 
of its tendency of redundancy due to disruptive innovations in 
the field of ICT and its effects on social media tools. However, 
being a propagator of public library movement, I feel that 
present day libraries need to be more proactive, more strategic 
and should remain more focused in integrating social media 
activities with library services. I think only with this kind of 
interest and involvement by the librarian, in long run, several 
questions, like, how to measure the impact of social media 


activity on library services, how to use social media platforms — 


successfully as library service tool, how to promote social 
media accounts for public library use, and how to use social 
media sites for regional and local use, and many such pending 
questions can be answered.

context. 

Findings: Use of web 2.0 tools and techniques in libraries 
will help the librarians to meet the user need and expectation 
and will extend the horizon of libraries. It will bring satisfaction 
to the user, librarians and the administrators. 

Research Limitation: There are a large numbers of web 
2.0 platforms available over the web that can be used freely. 
However, most of them displayed advertisement to meet their 
running cost or make a profit. In this article, only such platforms 
are described that doesn’t put advertisement in one hand and 
can be used freely on the other hand. 

Practical Implication: All types of library can use the web 
2.0 tools and techniques almost at zero monetary cost and reach 
to their users. 
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Originality / Value: This paper will help the librarians to 
link some of their library’s profiles over different platform into 
a single thread. When a Library staff will post the message in a 
single platform of the library, the profile pages across different 
platform will automatically be updated. Thus it will save their 
time and effort in reaching to the user and putting the information 
into their end.

1. Introduction: Social media means the websites and 
applications that enable users to create and share content or to 
participate in social networking. The terminology is near 
synonymous to the term web 2.0 or library 2.0. The term “Web 
2.0" was Officially coined in 2004 by Dale Dougherty, a vice- 
president of O’Reilly Media Inc., during a team discussion ona 
potential future conference about the Web. They used the 
terminology to describe the trends and business models that 
survived the technology sector market crash of the 1990s. The 
companies, services and technologies that survived, they argued 
all had certain characteristics in common; they were collaborative 
in nature, interactive, dynamic; and the line between the creation 
and consumption of content in these environments was blurred 
as users able to create the content in these sites as much as they 
consume it. 

Web 2.0 is a set of technologies and service that allows 
People to contribute as much as they consume. The term “Library 
2.0’ was coined by Michael Casey on his blog Library Crunch 
asa direct spin-off of the terms Business 2.0 and Web 2.0. Library 
2.0 1S a loosely defined model for a modernized form of library 
Service that reflects a transition within the library world where 
the library services are user-centered and promote participation 
among the user in the creation of content and a library 
community. 
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2. Web 2.0 Technologies: The web 2.0 technologies rely 
on user generated content and support the provision of interaction 
among them. When we talk about Web 2.0, it includes the 
following main technologies- 

a) Blog: \t is a web-based publication consisting primarily 
of periodic articles normally in reverse chronological order with 
reflections, comments, and often hyperlinks provided by the 
author. For example: Blogger. ; 

b) Wiki: A wiki is a type of editable website that allows 
users to add, remove, or otherwise edit and change most content 
very quickly and easily, sometimes without the need for 
registration by using relatively easy to use wiki syntax. For 
example: Wikipedia. 

c) Social Network: A social.network or online community 
is a web based service focuses on building online communities 
of people who share interests and / or activities by a variety of 
ways. For Example: Facebook, YouTube (video), Flickr 
(photographs), Myspace, LIS Links, etc. 

d) RSS: RSS is a family of formats which allow users to 
find out about updates to the content of RSS-enabled websites, 
blogs or podcasts without actually having to go and visit the 
site. For example: Feedburner. 

e) RSS Feed Aggregation Tool: RSS feed aggregation 
tools gather information from diverse sources across the Web 
through RSS and publish in one place. For example: 
ChimpFeedr (http://chimpfeedr.com), RSS Mix (http:// 
Www.rssmix.com), etc. 

J) Bookmarking: It allows users to create lists of 
“bookmarks” or “favourites”, to store these centrally on a remote 
service (rather than within the client browser) and to share them 
with other users of the system. Examples include Delicious 
(https://del.icio.us), Google Bookmark (https://www.google.com/ 
bookmarks/), etc.. 


g) Podcasts: Podcasts are audio recordings, usually in MP3 
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format, of talks, interviews and lectures, which can be played 
either on a desktop computer or on a wide range of handheld 
MP3 devices. Example: YouTube Live. 

h) Crowdsourcing: The term crowdsourcing was coined by 
Wired journalist Jeff Howe to conceptualise a process of Web- 
based out-sourcing for the procurement of media content, small 
tasks, even solutions to scientific problems from the crowd 
gathered on the Internet or to raise funds for a purpose. 
Example : Gofundme 


3. Why Web 2.0 in Library: “Obama for America wasn’t 
just the most successful online political campaign; it was 
arguably the most successful Web 2.0 deployment to date”. In 
India, the popularity of Anna Hazare’s campaign for Jan Lokpal 
Bill (People’s Ombudsman Bill) under “India Against 
Corruption” movement is another example of success stories of 
using web 2.0 tools. The Indian general election of 2014 was 
held to constitute the 16th Lok Sabha, electing members of 
parliament for all 543 parliamentary constituencies of India in 
nine phases from April 7 to May 12, 2014. The average election 
turnout over all nine phases was around 66.38%, the highest 
ever in the history of Indian general elections. The National 
Democratic Alliance (NDA), led by the Bharatiya Janata Party 
(BJP), won a sweeping victory, taking 336 seats. The BJP itself 
won 31.0%.of all votes and 282 (51.9%) of all seats. It was the 
Congress party’s worst defeat ina general election. BJP achieved 
this result due to the 1500 volunteers cyber army. Their method 
was simple: Campaign themes being expressed at press 
conferences of senior leaders, as well as Modi’s speeches, had 
to be broken into parts and posted on Twitter, Facebook, 
WhatsApp and other social networking sites, as audio-visual 
Posts or simply comments. 

In simple, time is changing, how people look and find out 
the information they need are changing, so as an educational 
entity dealing with information, it’s time for the libraries to accept 
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the change. The usefulness of Web 2.0 in library can be looked 


from the following angles- 

a) Web 2.0 is all About Providing Required Service: Library 
is a service providing institution and web 2.0 is the technology 
that can extend the boundaries of any service providing 
institution. The library website is an external face of the library 
so it is important that it is as well-presented and well-maintained 
by including some of the web 2.0 technologies as a shop-front 
or customer service area would be. 

b) Web 2.0 is What the Library Users are Talking About: 
Most of the library users are overly hooked in Facebook, Twitter, 
WhatsApp, Blogger, WordPress, etc. To make the library user 
friendly, the library should also move with time and use the 
technologies that are being used in the society to the extent 
possible. 

c) Books are for Use and Library to be Used Should be 
Web 2.0 Compatible: Most the institutes have their website and 
the library is a part of it. In turn to produce a good number of 
web hits and incoming links to the library webpage, integrating 
the library website with other gadgets of social networking, blog, 
etc will put the library in front of the user end. 

d) Library Need Users and Users are Over Web 2.0: If you 
need to market your product you should put the ads on 
Newspaper, Road Side Banner, Radio, TV, etc. and if you need 
to market your library, you should accept the web 2.0 
technologies as because library users are there and the library 
staff should catch them where they are. 

e) Web 2.0 is All About Publicizing and Library of Today 
Needs it: If Obama for America is possible, if Modi for India is 
possible, then library users at the library can also be made 
possible by using web 2.0. One of the best ways to do it is to 
create library profiles in some most popular social networks and 
frequently updating them with useful content. 
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4. A Model for the Public Libraries for using Best of Web 
2.0.: The public libraries of India are having less staff or simply 
under-staffed and the librarians of public libraries are struggling 
hard to manage time to carry out the necessary routine job. In 
such an environment we cannot overburden them with the duty 
of managing the web 2.0 technologies for the libraries. However, 
even we cannot ignore the usefulness of web 2.0 technologies 
for the benefit of our public library system. So, considering both 
points, the following model is proposed, which on one hand will 
enrich the public libraries with web 2.0 technologies and at the 
same time will reluctant the library staff of putting much of their 
effort and time.

The Public Libraries can think of posting the static 
information like About the Library, Library Staff, Library 
Collection, Library Services, Contact Us, etc in the website.

1. Introduction: 

Nabin Chandra Bardoloi (1875-1936) was a well known 
personality in Assam. He was a writer, politician, leader of Indian 
National Congress party and a freedom fighter as well. He was 
a renowned leader from Assam in the Non-cooperation 
movement (1920-1922) of Mahatma Gandhi. The Curzon Hall 
and Library of Guwahati was renamed to his name. To 
commemorate his birth centenary, the Government of 
India issued a postage stamp in his honour in 1975 which is 
shown below:

Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bardoloi Library (Reading Hall) 
was established near Dighalipukhuri in 1972 by sincere initiative 
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of Manik Chandra Barooah. Prior to that, the hall was located at 
the old library building of Cotton College. Earlier it was known 
as Curzon Hall and Library, which was constructed and 
established in 1900 near the old Dak Bunglow at Panbazar, 
Guwahati. Curzon Hall was built with people’s money. It is 
believed that the Curzon Hall was the first Public Library of 
Assam. In 1953, the Curzon Hall and Library was renamed as 
Nabin Chandra Bardoloi Hall by the then chief minister of 
Assam Sri Bishnu Ram Medhi. From the same year Assam State 
Library started functioning in this hall. During those days all 
important public meetings were held successfully and fruitfully. 
In 1960, the Bhasa Andolan (Language Agitation) started from 
this historic hall only. The old structure of this hall still exists, 
which was constructed with the typical building materials 
locally available during those days. It is a wonderful master 
piece of magnificent architectural style. The well-built heritage 
must be conserved properly to keep its legacy for the 
forthcoming generations. A very few such type of building is 
surviving in Assam. The Archeological Survey of India (ASI) 
may take the responsibility of preserving it. It has come to our 
notice that the GMDA has proposed to renovate this historical 
rare Assam Type House with a modern RCC building.

Public libraries are treated as the people’s universities. 
Reading habit is an important issue for development of a nation. 
That is why it is believed that the nation that reads is the nation 
that leads. Public libraries are the central places for cultivating 
the habit of reading among the masses. Besides, public libraries 
are supposed to be the place from where a brief and an overall 
concept of a particular society can be drawn. 

The cultural inheritance and richness of a society is reflected 
and brought down from one generation to another through different 


organizations. One of such prime organizations is public library 


others being gallery, archives and museum. These are the principal 
agencies which carry out the cultural heritage of a nation to every 
nook and corner of the world. These four agencies are taking major 
role in this regard and a new concept “GLAM?” is also developed 
as well. The acronym ‘GLAM’ is originated from the first letter 
of Gallery, Library, Archive and Museum. These four individual 
sectors under one roof is the basic concept of GLAM. If one goes 
through the basic meaning of these four, it is: 

Gallery: Gallery or Art Gallery is a structured room or a 
building with some specific arrangement for displaying visual arts 
of any forms like painting, sculpture, drawing, installation work, 
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cartoon, prints work, photographs, efc. In gallery, generally 
exhibitions are arranged for the art loving people. The art objects 
are also sold through the gallery. 

Library: It is a knowledge centre where a collection of 
various sources of information and other documents are 
systematically kept for the user community for reference and 
borrowing purpose. In the present digital era, libraries provide 
services through different digital media in addition to its 
conventional printed books. 

Archive: Archives are generally working for the long term 
preservation of works and records with historical, political and 
administrative values. They hold the documents which are primary .

Museum: It is an institution where the artifacts and objects 
with historical, cultural, scientific, artistic, social values are 
systematically displayed for exhibition. 

Each of the above mentioned agencies has their defined role 
but are interconnected in nature especially in terms of collection, 
preservation and access.

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But due to different reasons, these sectors are now ina pathetic 
condition as they are losing its importance in the country like 
India especially in the north eastern region including Assam. Though 
these sectors are dependent on the number of visitors, now-a-days 
they are unable to attract the visitors satisfactorily. The existence of 
the above mentioned sectors are in doubt as all are losing its 
importance individually; therefore, merging the four ina single place 
physically or virtually is one of the solutions towards this end. Thus 
the very concept of GLAM has been developed. In Australia, a 
diverse group of public interest organizations associated with 
collection and exhibition of cultural and environmental materials 
are working together in the concept of GLAM. 

Karmabir Nabin Chandra Bardoloi Library (Reading Hall) 
(KNCBL) is a heritage building in Guwahati city which is serving 
as an annex reading area of District Library (Kamrup Metro) under 
Directorate of Library Services, Assam. As this building is already 
being proposed and planned to renovate, the concept of GLAM 
should be incorporated here, as it is a new concept in modern 
library sector. In addition to its regular library service, KNCBL 
can perform as a gallery, as an archive or a museum too. For 
technical and resource support, the KNCBL can march hand in 
hand with Assam Fine Arts & Crafts Society, Kamrup Anusandhan 
- Samiti and Directorate of State Museum. Their collaboration will 
be able to bring a new taste to the user community of this library 
and other three organizations will also be explored differently.
